ate that Countrey of ſuch perfons 
as were Catholicks, and ill-aftected 
©o.the new Commonwealth,” 1n 
Germany and other parts they could 
make no levies at all; inſomuch 
that: being uncapable of 'making 
any benefit of ſo benigne a Con- 
juncure., it - made - the weak- 
neſs of 'the : Spaniard more then 

C 2 ordi- 
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ordinarily conſpicuous. 
To the reinforcement of the 
Princes party 2000 Iriſh were ſent 
at ſcveral times into Guzenne. 
The Marqueſs of Santa Croce had 
\ Orders to refit the Navy in the 
Bay of Bi{cay, the Baron Batteville 
r0 beat up his drums for men, 
and to provide Ammunition and 
all Accommodation for their 
| ſpeedy return into the Garonye,; 
beſides which, large Promiſes, and 
a conſiderable (um of ready money 
was {ent to Bourdeanx, and int» 
Flanders to haſten new Levies, and 
reinforce thole Armies, that by 
the aſiſtance of the Prince of 
Coxay and his party, they might 
be able to make a vigorous In- 
road upon the French on that (ide, 
whilſt the forces of Bourd:aux 
gave them ſtrong and conſicerabl: 
diverſion on the other, 
The money which was-remicted 
Was very welcom ta thoſe that 


had 
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had the good fortune to receive 
itz who, for the moſt part, miſ- 
avvlidit, and converted to their 
own, what was intended for the 
publick uſe; by which means tae 
defignes and deliberations of the 
Catholick Court, were not only 
retarded, but oftimes precipita- 
ted; for being ſo :emote from 
thoſe Provinces in which the 
War was carried on, it could not 
contribute nor proportion its Re- 
cruits,according to the ſuddenneſs 
and variety of the Accidents 
which hapned ; an inconvenience

To theſe Reaſons another may 
be added, and that is«that the

(magnifying the power and in- 
rercft of their party,and villitying 
rar of the Kings) fill'd the h-ads 
even of the graveſt of them, with 
vain and impertinent hopes, and 
they taking their meaſures ac- 
cordingly, found themſelves at laſt 
rot only miftaken , but involv'd

On the other ſide, the French 
being an united and entire body, 
able to derive Orders iramediatly 
to its ſeveral members; and be- 
ns animated and direted in 
their affairs by Cardinal Mazarin, 
a Perſon of miraculous knowledge 
in the nature and intereſt of all 
Nations ; no wonder, if he knew 
how to- make his advantages, and 
apply remedies to the maladies of 
that Country, which without his 
"we.

In the mean time then, whillt in 
the Court of Spain they were con- 
triving exp2dients to foment the 
troubles in France 3 and in France 
the Cardinal was as bulie to re- 
invigorate the declining Grandeur 
of that Kingdom: the Generals 
of the Armies on both {ides, omit- 
ted no opportunities that might 
advance the intereſt of their {eve- 
ral Princes, The Count Marcry, 
General for the Prince of Coxae 10 
Guienne, defirous to enlarge his 
Quarters, by the taking in of 
luch places as were moſt eafte to 
be attaqu'd, he commanded out 
Colonel Baltaſſar with $00 1riſh,to 
tall upon Grenada on the Garonne in 
the County of Grave, as a place 
which would facilitate his paſſage 
1RtO the County's of Armaniack 
aud 4 Auches : The Sicur Baz EN- 
deavor'd to poſſeſs . himſelf of a

& Aubeterre to abandon thoſe pla- 
ces, that he might enter with great 
profit "and advantage to himſc!t 
and his Party: But Monfteur 4? 
Anbeterre, having intelligence 0 
his dſign, with a Party of 3oc 
Horſe, and ſome commanded Mus- 
quetiers, fell ſo ſuriouſly upon his 
Forlormn (which conſiſted of ſome 
ſelect Horſe and Foot drawn out 
of their Groſs) that without fo 
much as drawing a ſword,they be- 
took themſelves to their heels, 
part of them being drown'd in 
the River, and part taken Priſo- 
ners by the enemy, _ 

The inhabitants of Sarlat,being 
much infeſted by theGarriſons be- 
longing to the Princes, rook heart 
at this good (ucceſs, and gps 


to the Marqueſs of Sovebenf, that 


if he pleaSd to advance at a cer- 


tain time With his Troops, they 
would receive him into the Town 
by a private Water-conrſe which 


ran 
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ran under the Town-wall: but 
that deſign miſcarrying , the 
Towns-men attempted to corrupt 
ſome of the Officers of the Gar- 
riſon, whom they perceiy'd dil- 
contented with their General ; 
and having concluded an iatelli- 
oence with them : _ gave no- 
tice thereof to the Duke of Can- 
dale, who ſending them a party of 
four hundred men under the Com- 
mand of the Count Marin: On 
the 23. of May; an houre b:fore- 
day, they were receiv'd by the 
Sicur Boreel, Advocate and Coun-

The main Guard in the 
Market-place made {ome little 
defence, till the Sicur Berſmale, 
their Licutenant Colonel, three 
Captains, and other inferiour Ot- 
ficers were ſlain, Chambelloy their 
Camp- Maſter, Jella Roche their 
Field-Marſhal, and the reſt of che 
Officers who had barricadocd 
themſelves up in the houſes, ſur- 
rendrea, and voluntarily took up 
Arms for the King.

in which the Princes forces wzre

The City of-Bordeaux was at 
this time capable of reliet ouc two 
ways, either from Enx/and or 


Spain, To which end the Sieur 


de Conppes, and Count Marſin's 
Secretary were diſpatch'd to Saint 
Sebatian, and from thence to the 
Court of Sparz to follicit the per- 
formance of their Promiſes made 
tor the ſupport of thoſe Parts, 
which being the moſt expos'd of 
all the Provinces and Citi?s in 
France, brought Bordeaux into 2 
dilemma of becoming a prey to 
thoſe that fought againſt it, or 
thoſe which defended ir. 

In the mean time, the Sieur de

bin promiſd, .and at laſt practi- 
{ d in the name of his Maſter the 
Prince of Condy, that unleſs a 
conſiderable ſum was ſent before 
the laſt of that month (which was 
February) he ſhould be conſtrain'd 
to de part, They had already 0il- 
burs'd 100000 Crowns , which 
they had ſent to Bordeaux ; but 
upon the Arrival of de Chovppes, 
who was immediately followed 
by a Deputy from the Counſcl of 
O'miera : the Court of Spain being 
fully inform'd of the danger all 
Gujexne Was In, by the vigilancy of 
Cardinal Mazarin, they immedi- 
ately Ciſpatch'd 30000 Piſtols to 
P,jſcay, with peremptory Orders to 
put forth {ix of their moſt conſi- 
cerable Ships, and four Fircſhips, 
with all poſſible diligence, rhat 
they might force their way into 
the Garonne, and Oppole them- 
(ev 5 againſt the French, 

The aid Perſons were likewiſe

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immediatly returned with 150000 
Crowns more for the Prince of 
Conde ; and becauſe it was COAcet- 
ved, that the Sieur Lenet had not 
obſery'd the reſpe&t which was 
due to the Prince of Conty,by frea- 
ſon of his particular intimacy and 
correſpondence which he held 
with Conte Marfin, who had no 
oreat veneration for the aid 
Princez there were Inftrutions 
oiven by the Spaniſh Miniſters, 
which, way they ſhould condu&t 
themſelves ſor the future, in the 
maintenance and ſupport of the 
Condean Party, Burt the Connt 
d Ogncnu's Atcommedation with 
the King of France, did not a little 
ſtartle Dox Lewis de Haro, and the 
reſt of the Grandees of the Coun- 
cil; the foundation they had laid 
upon the fidelity of this Cavalier, 
(who had franckly undertaken the 
defence of Gujenne) being taken a- 


way, and rounds left for any 
we 5s  Furuee 
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future reſolution, by reaſon of the 
inconſtancy of the French , who 
would promiſe the higheſt fidelity 
one day, and the next day leave 
them in the lurch, So that the 
Kings party increaſing hourly in 
thoſe parts, and the Princes grow- 
ing every day weaker, their ap- 
prehenſions could not but be very 
oreat; nevertheleſs, in this very 
Exigence,the Court of Spain fail'd 


not to ſend their Orders, to ſuggelt 


their Counſels, to tranſmit Men 
and Money, as far as the utmoſt of 
their pow<r and ability would cx- 
tend. .

Afrter this, the Marqueſs of Zs- 
fenan was diſpatchd in great haſte 
from Bordeaux to Madrid,where he 
Arrived in May. The pretence of 
this Embaſſy was to complement 
his Catholick Majeſtie, npon the 
recovery of theQueen, who had had 
the ſmall Pox, with great danger 
of her life, befides the King him- 
ſe]f had been ill five or fix days 
of a Feavyer : But the intrinfick 
r:aſon was the ſoliciting for freſh 
forces in- reſpe& the French had 
made themſelves Maſters of the 
Garonne, and fortified it ſo, that 1t 


wou'd be no eaſy. matter £9 remove 
thea 
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them; and by conſequence the 
Kings Army increaſing without 
mterruption,as it did, it muſt needs 
follow that 'Bo#rdeaux muſt be 
loſt, 

Lafenan had many fair Promi- 
ſes, 200000 Crowns were deli- 
verd to him , and the Dil- 
patches for the Ships from Por! 
dre Paſſage conſigned to him: 
Not long after , that deſign 
being look'd upon as impeſ- 
fible, Battiville had new Inſtrudi-

Being arriv'd, there disbarqu'c 
the Count of Comminges,the Licu- 
tenant General, the two Brothers, 
the Count and Baron of Monteſſon, 
tne Baron of Croix Camp- Maſter, 
and Sir George Carteret, WAO (as 
they ſay) perſwaded the Gover- 
nour of the place, to take upArms 
with his whole Party for the King 
of France, They agreed upon the 
paiment of 7500 Franks to deliver 
up the Town, and it was done ac- 
cordingly,for the 1riſh Soldiers be- 
ing much diſcontented, and look- 
ing upon themſelves as ſold to the 
Spaniards like ſo many ſlaves, did 
not hold themſelvs oblig'd co thent

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The reſt indeed had followed their 
Example, out of a ſcruple they 
had taken up, that they could not 
in conſcience ſerve the Spaniard, 
becauſe of the League and Amity 
at that time betwixt them and the 
Exeliſh, to whom they were pro- 
feſt enemies. But Marſsn foreſee- 
ing the danger, had provided ve- 
17 politickly againft it, by con- 

ring the Officers of their Ter- 
tia's to put Hoſtages into his 
hands. 

The loſs of Lermont was a cool- 
ing Card to the Bordelets, it being 
of {uch importance, that by the ta-

Notwithſtanding all theſe ad- 
vantages, the King defiſted nor. 
from his Overtures of Peace, with

ſuſpicion of his revenge; ſo that in 
the Month of May he publiſh'd an- 
other (General Amneſty , in ſuch 
terms as demonftrated his incli- 
nation to be leſs vindicative then 
merciful. Upon this Proclama- 
tion the Boxrdelots call'd a General 
Aſſembly in the Town-Hall,where 


it was conſulted, Whether it was

| The beſieged was fo amazed 
at this ſo extraordinary boldneſs 
of the French, and ſo dazled 
with the luſtre of their Armes, 
and the Gallantry of their clothes, 
(which were moſt gloriouſly 
trimn'd according to the new 
Mode at that time)that they could 


| not but admire,and pay a reſpect to 
the very ſplendour of their Apparel

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Whereupon Don Foſeph Oſorio, 
without furtherConſultation(then 
for his own ſecurity) capitulated on 
the third of Fuxe, and on the 5th. 
march'd out with $800 men, with 
bag and baggage, and two Pieces 
of Cannon, but with the imputati- 
ca of a baſefellow and a Cow- 
ard; for by exvreſs Order of the 
King of Spain he was clap'd up 
afterward at Saint Sebaſtian , 
though he inſiſted very much up- 
on his want of Vicuals and Am- 
munition. 

This important Town being 1n 
five days tim2 loſt in this manner,

were not only diſmayed at this 
misfortune, but the whole Prin- 
ces party were ſorely afflicted, as

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Was, 45 it, were, the Prologue tO 
their future ruins. On the other 
lide, the Kings Army encouraged 
by their fortune-and-{ucceſs, were 
excited to greater attempts, and 
reſoly'd without any delay to fall 
upon Libourn, ſo that while the 
Duke-of Vendoſm continued at 
Bourgz to give our Orders there, 
and. Cilpatch the Artillery ; and 
{uch proviſions as were neceſſary 
tor ſo conſiderable an Enterpriſe. 
Mogheur & Effrades after two days

The Princes party began to lole 
mach of their former reputation, 
the people perceiving, that inſtead 
of the promiſ'd releif,they were to 
expe nothing now but miſery 
and deſtrufion, 

The Townſmen had ſeveral 
Aſſemblies; and having examin'd 
Afﬀairs, they found clearly, that 
without preſent ſupplies, there 
would be no poſſibility of holding 
out long ; and foraſmuch as thele 
1 F. 5 ſupplies 
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ſupplies could net be expected any | 


way, but from Spain or England, 
they diſpatch'd their ſolicitations 
to the Court of Span for their pro- 
miſ'd and (eaſonable relief ; nor did 
they forget their Addreſſes to 
Cromwell, to implore his aſfiſtance 
to open a Paflage into the River, 
and preſerve that City, which 
might recompence his Compaſſt- 
on with ſo many advantages to 
the Engliſh Nation : But the Sp«- 
niards, (who were willing enough 
to have | gratily'd their deſires) 
wanted forces to give them any 
vigorous aſfiftance in ſo many ſe- 
veral places. The Exgliſh who 
were better able were not ſo well 
inclin'd: for Cromwell being to 
eſtabliſh the Authority he had u- 
{urped, thought it not ſvitable to 
his intereſt to eſgage 1n any quar- 
rel againſt Fraxce ; and b*ſ{ides,the 
Carcinal ceas'd not in the mean 
time, to puff him up with other 


choughts 
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thoughts of more advantage to his 
Perſon. _ 

The Cardinal well-knowing, 
that Expedition is -the Mother .of 
ſucceſs, and foreſeeing, that in 
time either the Spaniard might be 
ſtrong enough, or-the Enel;ſh wil- 
ling enough to attempt its relief, 
ſent Directions to the Generals to 
apply themſelves with all imagin- 
able induſtry to the reducing of 
Bourdeauxy and therefore having 
taken Libourue, the Royalliſts 
rook up their Q1arters as near 
the Town as they could, to cut 
off all Communication with the 
Countrey, 

The Dake of Fexdoſme kept the 
Caſtle of Zermont, commanded 
all the Countrey betwixt the two 
Seas, and with the Fleet block'd 
up the River. The Duke of 
Canadle with his Troops, diſ- 
pas'd into the principal Paſles,

back'd by Caſars Fort, the Town 
of Blangsfort, and a ſtrong quarter 
at: Begle, by which means he cur 
off all ſupplies on that fide, from 
whence dey had been formerly re- 
liev'd. The Count Marin was 
ſent to-poſleſs himſelf of the Forts 
of Tefla and Certes, 

But though the Cardinal was 
not inſeaſtble, that force was the 
moſt ſecure way of reducing that 
Town toobedience, yet confider- 
ing very prudently it was like to 
be the longeſt, he began to think 
of ſome other way to bring them 
to @ voluntary ſubmiſſion. , to 
which end he ſent particular in- 
ſtructions z The Houſe'of Zſpernon 
by a long reſidence in thoſe parts, 
having made many creatures, and 
gain'd much uponthe affections of 
the people,contributed exceeding- 
ly 9 the Duke of Candale'renews- 
ing his Practices with the well-af- 


fucted 
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fected Citizens'in the: Town. 
/ By the help therefore. of their 
| Friends. and Confidents (there be- 
| ing ſeveral others diſpos'd. alfs-to 

| peace) they eſteem'd it convenient 
to take ſuch meaſures as were moſt 
| likely to ſucceed, The throng of 
| Countrey-people, which were re- 
tird into the Town, increagd 
their ſcarcities very much , the 
corn was conceald very dexterouſ- 
ly in particular huuſes, the build- 
ing or repairing of their Mills neg- 
lected, and the other Machines 
laid (as on purpoſe) out of the 
way,ſo that their meal failing,and. 
the Bakers unable to furniſh Bread 
tor ſuch a number of people, that 
coming in great multitudes to 're- 
ceive theiy diſtributions, bepan' 
to believe that their neceffties 
would be great, 'and that it 'was! 
therefore time ta: think rather of 
the publick ſafery, rhien/ of their 
private intereſt, Beſides this, the 
care 


at 
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care.and Government of the Hoſ- 
pitals was utterly left off, and 
the' poor people ſent to their 


doors, who were ſuppoſd to be 


the moft concern'd in the Conti- 
avation of the War, and this 
was done,:that by their miſerable 
clamaurs 'and importunitys they 
might be brought to conſider, that 
not being longer able to con- 
tend with thole calamities, their 
beſt way wonld be . to moJe- 
cate the Obftinacy which cauſed 
them. 

The ſight of theſe Troops of 
poor creatures,fighing,and begging 
at their gates who where eſteem'd 
the authors of the War had a 
wonderfull influence to diſpoſe 
them to peace, whileſt they began 
to feare leaſt thoſe very poor peo- 
ple of whom they had made uſe 
for raiſing thoſe defturbances, 
ſhould fall uppon them and pillage 


cheir 
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their houſes. It was alſn propoſed 
ro the Religious orders, to expoſe 
the Holy Sacrament in all the 
Churches of the Towne, veiled 
with black, to ſignify that God 
Almighty was diſpleaſ'd wich,and- 
deteſted that Rebellion ; But the 
Counſellors ofParliament and the 
Princes ſuffer'd it to be expoſ'd in 
the great Church only, to imply 
that they deſired of God a-General 
peace,which was the pretence they 
made vſe of to foole, and delude 
the poor people. Fg 
In this kind of deftrattion they 
continued till Wedneſday the gth of 
Fuly 1653.Upon which day, after 
divers private conferences, ſeyeral 
Marchants mett publickly upon 


the Exchange, and declared it was 
high time for them to ſhutt up 
their Shops, ſeeing-tþey were not 
like to have, any more Trading 

during the Wars:

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- The Prince *of. Conty, having 
private inteHigence of theſe Mar- 
muts, madea publick Cavalcade 
thorow the City,but went no fur- 
ther, The next day , a certain 
perſon call'd-de Bas, being by. his 
Order apprehended for crying out 
Peace, Peare, before the Palace of 
Judicature, all the Neighbouring 
quarter took up armes, and de- 
manded-to have him releaſed. This 
d& Ba# had private -Confulcations 
with - @ conventual 2312: , call'd 
Friar Romein, who holding corre- 
ſpondence with the Count &' 4«- 
renil , - ſhew'd @ certain writing to 
ſeveral Cirizens, ''which - he Taid 
wasfrom the Prince-of Conty,wher- 
in he'gave them liberty wo: meet, 
to give him advice of what paſ- 
ſed relating to his party, bur this 
Aﬀair had” another mtents for the 
Priers deſign -was to' diſcover by 
this means, which were the Kings 
g00d and bad ſubjects s and nor 
000 
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good Citizens perceiving it, they 
procceded reſervedly in commu- 
nicating* things of importance t& 
the Friar, 

The reputation therefore this de 
Bas had in the common opinion, 
was the cauſe the Citizens Were 
ſo obſtreporous for his enlarge - 
ment, as to threaten a Commoati- 
on, without immediate fſatisfacti- 
on. The Prince of Comty and May- 


ſn, with the greatcſt part of the 


Nobility and Officers in the Town 
got on Horſeback forthwith z the 
City-Companies; whole' Captains 
ſor the-moſt part were of the Fa- 
ion of the olwiere, were com- 
mauded to their Arms: but the 
Butchers, led up'by one” Gilbert and 
Maſter ifeac arm'd' with: Muſque- 
coons,and other weapons,cried out 
tor Peace, and that if any onehad 
any particular diſguſt, ' he: ſhonld 
revenge ' himſelf with - his ew 


bands as he could, and not endan- 
= 
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ger the Lives of the whole 
Ciry, A Hollander, that had 
Houſe and Family ia the City, 
told Marſin to his face, that 
they knew how to die , but 
not unreveng'd, and that their 
deaths would not rrouble them, 
ſo they died free-men. Ac this, 
being all amazed, it was con- 
cluded that all the o/merfti ſhould 
meet in the Town-houſe after 
dinner, where ſeveral things were 
propos'd,and theplurality of OICCS 
concurr'd in this, to aſſault the Ci- 
tizens inhabiting the Quarter to- 
wards Rochel, and the New-ftreet, 
and to bring down the great Guns 
againſt them. The Prince of Corty 
was .of a,contrary opinion, and 
thought! it better to expect the 
Judges and Conſuls of the City, 
who were coming to beg of him 
with ; oy ſubmiſſton , that he 
would not ſuffer the good Citi- 
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zens of the Town to be abusd and 
ruin'd in compliance with the 0l- 
micri, who were about him, and 
had threatned to plunder their 
houſes, 

The Merchants appeared before 
him, and intreated for Peace, as 
che only probable way to pre- 
vent greater-diforders, The'Prince 
reply'd,* That he would not {ubject 
any body. by compulſion, though 
it was eaſie for him.to doit z but 
if they would remain :conſtant to 
the ſervice of his Brother the 
Prince of Condy ayd himſelf, he 
would prote& them and their 
intereſt , and by their nnani- 
mity all the difficulties would 


eaſily be overcome, which - their 


diſlentzons increaſed ; -and- 'ren- 
dred paſt Remedy: and that he 
would adviſe with his Counſel 
what was beſt to be Cone in this 
Afﬀair,

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During theſe tumults at Bowurde- 
aux, the Count. de Fieſco had his 
Diſpatch at theCourt of Spaiz,and 
imbarking in aFrigat at St. Sebaſis- 
an, he arrived at the Port Teffa ai 
Bxs, where at his landing he found 
all the Citizens in Arms for the 


King,and had much ado to eſcape; 


bur his. Ship remain'd at the diſ- 
cretion of thoſe Bores z who took 
it and all that was in it, making 
uſe of their Artillery againſt the 
Forts of 1a Tefte de Bus, and Sexrtes, 
which - were Garriſow'd- by the 
- Princes Souldiersz.to keep open the 
paſſage for thoſe that went and 
came from Spain, Totheſe Coun- 
trey-men the Count Martz, joyn'd 
with 600 Foot, with-which recruit 
in fiveor-{tx days both thoſe Poſts 
were taken, . 

The Count de Fieſco arriving at 
Boracanx the twelfth of Fuly, wenc 
immediatly to the Town-houſe 
With the Prince of Coxty, where 

with 
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with greatRhetorick he magnify'd 
the power and greatneſs of the 
King of $pain, and aſſured the 0l- 
micrs of a ſpeedy and effeftual 
ſupply of Men, Money, Ships and 


all other proviſions : Afﬀirming he 


had ſeen ſo great, and. ſo forward 
preparatzons in the Porto di Paſſage, 
thatic-couldinot'be long before ir 
would appear. Upon this News 
there was a folemn Afﬀembly ap- 
pointed by the ſeveral Companies 
mthe City, where the ſaid Coun 
made the ſanve ' relation ;” and 
with ſo much the more Zeal, by 
how much it was farther from the 
truth. 
Theſe promiſes and repreſenta- 
tions were-receiv'd by the honeſt 
party with horror;burtome Cogn- 
ſellors of the Parliament, blinded 
with their own-vanity, ſaid, that 
the King of Spain's Courteſy was 
not to be abus'd, under whoſe Pro- 
te&ion all: things would be happy” 
y 
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ly concluded, with abſolute quiet 
and liberty. But notwithſtanding 
all 'this, the next day the Prefidial 
Court(which is a Magiſtracy con- 
fiſting of abont zo perſons, to 
whom belongs the adminiſtration 
of ordinary Jnſtice) deputed ſome 
perſons to the Prince of Coxty,and 
requeſted of him in-exprefle terms, 
that they might have Peace, re- 
_ preſenting, that they ought not ſo 
ealily to beleive the relatida of 
Fieſco, who was biafl'd by the paſ- 
fon he had for the- ſervice of his 
King, by which he drew profir 
to himſelf, receiving Gifts and Pre- 
ſents from his Catholick Majeſty, 
to whom he told as many falfities 
as he had done there, - Aﬀter 
which, all the Religious Orders, 


one after another, preſented their + 


Addreſles for Peace,and their pub- 
lick ſafety, which conſiſted in 
their obedience to their natural 
and lawful King,and not in runing 


vainly 
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yainly after foreign Protectors. 

The.ſame inftance was made by 
the Chapiter of the Cathedral of 
Saint Andrew 5 But their Deputies 
were threatned by a Goldſmith, 
called Geraut, who was a principal - 
man among the ſeditious: The 
Minifters of. the Huguenors. (who 
;n all their troubles had ſhew'd 
chemſelves zealous and faithful to 
the Kings ſervice) were likewiſe 


| check'd by Dwurateffs. The Prince 
_ return'dthis Anſwer to them all, 


That he himſelf was alſo for 
Peace, provided it might be'per- 
manent and ſafe, and when he 
could be aſſur'd of obtaining ſuch 
an one,he would be more ready to 
embrace it then any of - them 
all. 

In.the mean time he diſpatch'd-an 
Expreſs to the Marque(s de Sazts 
Croce,General of the Spaniſh Fleet, 
remonſtrating their neceflity of 
of preſent ſupplies, that the leaſt 

| delay 
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delay would reduce them to extre- 
mities, beyond all poſſtble recove- 
ry : and that he was reſoly'd (if a- 
ny thing hapned adverſe in attem- 
pting their relief) to ſend Baltaſer 
before ro ſcour the ways with a 
Party of Horſe,and to follow him- 
felf with his Nephew the Duke 
de Enguien to Tartas , and from 
thence to paſs by land to the Fron= 
tiers of Spain. i 
- This was a. bold and deſperate 
reſolution, and as ſuch,was oppos'd | 
not only by the Princeſs, but by 
Marfin and Lepet. 
In the mean time, the Citizens 
being: grown weary - of the indiſ- 
cretion and tyranny of the Raſ- 
callity oÞ the 0/miers, reſolved ro 
make themſelves Mafters of the 
Gares of the City, by ſurprizing | 
them ' upon the relieving the | 
Guards, which were moſt of them 
of the olweiftt, they liſted them- 
Telves therefore as the common 
people 
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peovle did, to ſerve inthe ſame 
manner and forme as the erdinary 
ſouldiers; Whereupon ſome of 
the very Captains of the Olmicr a, 
offred to joyn with them in their 
Petition for Peace.

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Royal Birth y d&:figning to re- 
duce all to the Kings obedience , 
by gent!e means, and upon ſuch 
termes as might produce moſt ad-

preſcrve the good correſpondence 
which had been hitherto b«awixt 
them) that he would contrive ſome 
way of giving them ſatisfaction, 
otherwiſe they ſhould be forc'd to 


The Prince of Condy was two 
months in returning his Anſwer 
and when he did, it was different 
from what they expected, heing 
only a general recommendation of 
unity among them, declaring 
withal, that he intended Marfr 
ſhould have the mn. 
ment of the Military Aﬀairs, and 
Lexet of the Finances, and becauſe 
de Chouppes had writ likewiſe a- 
gainſt Marſin and Leynet, he ſent 
them the Original of all the Let- 
rers. 

This kind of uſage was ſuffici- 
ent to have added new fuell ro the 
generous reſentments of the Prince 


of Conty, and the Ducheſs of Lon: 
Fueville) 
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gvevillez and to havedevided them 


from the Union of their Brother, 


' who treated, them with fo little 


confidence: But thoſe Princes were 
too moderate and wile, diſlem- 
bling all, and continuing firm to 
the utmoſt extremity. Having be- 
ſides de Chouppes, and the Marquels 
of Lufignan, ſent Brequigny tothe 
Court of Spain, and Fay, to the 
Marqueſs of Sazxta-Croce at that 
time at Saint Sabaſtign, where the 
Baron Batteville, not at all pleas'd 
that others ſhould reap the fruit 
and honour of his labour, hindred 
all he could, the deliberations of

By vertue of theſe differences 
and Emulations betwixt the Prince 


| of Conty, and the Miniſters of the 


Prince of Condy, the Aﬀemblies of

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the Merchants were upon the Ex- 
change as a place moſt comm ndi- 
ous, more frequent then tormerly, 
in reſpe& the Town-houſe was 
taken up by the Counſel of the 91- 
icra, and the Palace where they 
keep the Court of Juſtice, by. the 
Frondeurs: Lenet went twice tO 
ſpeak with them to ſowe divition 


ainongſt them, infinuating that he 
himſelf approv'd of what they Cid, 


{o jt were without the intervention: 


of the Advocates, and other per- 
ſons of the Courts of Juſtice, who 
being always for their ownintereſt, 
would aſcribe all the honour to 
tnemſelvs,and leave only the trou- 

ie for them. To others he inculca- 
red their own intereſt, the ſtrength 
of tre Prince of Congy, and his af- 
tection to the City, ſo that partly 
by terror, partly by diffidence,and 
part'y with hopes, he endeavor'd t2 
o4in them all : Bur a!l this artifice 


could not preyent the meeting and 
Los Coſts 
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coacourie of the honeſt party in 
tis Afl.mbvly, by which he pzr- 
c*iving all things ro run counter 
to his intention,and that the hearts: 
of theCititizens were ſet ummoVve+ 
ably updn peace, inſtead of 'confi- 
ding in the Prince of Coxty (who 
continuel ſtill conftant to his Bro- 
ther and his family) he ſuggeſted 
certain jealoufies, of him, to : the 
Princeſs, his Siſter,, and: with the 
moſt pernic9us counſel which 
could be given at that time, to 
make him univerſally odious, he 
Exhibited ſeveral charges and ac- 
cuſations againſt the ſaid Prinze.to 
weaken the only ſupport he had 
lefr, ſowing diſcord 1g his family 
and among thoſe of his party,and 
eadeavouring with crafry plots'to 
delude them. 

Fieſco took his Lo1gings in the 
New-ſtreet among theMerchaats, 
to be more ready at hand to per- 
{wade them ; that to eſtablifh a

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tecure peace, their beſt "y would. 


be to follow theCounſei of Marin, 
a perſon of long experience, and 
not be led by he Note by Coty, 
an unexperienc'd Youth, 

They contrived likewiſe, that 
certain of the Frondenys (in whom 
they had greateſt confidence ) 
{hould be preſent at theſe Aſſem- 
blies at the Burſe, among which 
there were alſa the Counlellers of 
the Parliament which remained in 
Bourdeawx, and theſe to raiſe dif- 
ferences and diſtractions amongft 
them to gain time, in which they 
placed all their hopes. They con- 


triv'd moreover, that one Ramort. 


(ſanding Sentinel art that time in 
the Town-houſe) ſhould deny 
Aamiſhton to one. 07347 (though of 
tie Olmira) becauſe he did not ' ſe- 
cond taeir defignes, as was Cx- 
p.t:d; which was reſented by

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depart the City. Having after this 
diſcover'd, that Marfia gain'd up 
on the people every day z by com4 
mon conſent, they call'd a General 
Aſſcmbly on the 19th. of Fx, 
1653. on the Exchange, in which 
Aſſembly there'met the Deputirs 
from all the Companies in the 
City, Whilſt th:y were fitting 
here together, the Chevalier To- 
dirs a Jurate,appear'd unexpected- 
ly amongit them, whereupon lay- 
1:2 hold on the occaſion, That the 
Preſence of a Magiſtrate of the 
City renared theAfſſembly lawful, 
they conſtrain'd him to accept the 
aeputatioa they mad? to thePrince 
ot Conty,to ſignifie to him the reſo- 
lutions of the good Citizens of the 
Town, and to intreat him to ap- 
prove of the deſign they were up- 
on,to make an Overture of peace; 
and to conſent, That the FaRion of 
the olmicra,which was the only ob- 
ſtacle,might be aboliſh'd, Thar the 
_ Cap” 
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Captains and Officers of the City 
might be caſhier'd ; it being not 


reaſonable, that ſo many Per- 


ſons of good quality and birth, 
as went perſonally to the Guard 
for the ſafety of the Publick, ſhould 


be commanded by the ſcditious 


and Plebeians ; and that therefore 
they might be chang'd, and other 
fober and deſerving perſons of 
condition and worth employ'd in 
their ſtead. It was concluded in 
like manner, that ſuch as were pre- 
fent ſhould be deputed as from 
the {ſeveral Fraternities , and 
meete daily as the principal 
Counſel of the City, Theſe to 
the number of abour thirty , 
with ſeveral. Heads of the Ar- 
tizans, went together towards

Peace, diſtributing a white Favor 
to every one of them. Upon this 
noiſe the Deputies. took heart, 
and the Sieur Todjas, Encourag'd 
by them, repreſented with great 
franckneſs to the Prince of Conty, 
the miſerics occaſioned both by 
tte Kings forces, and the Prin- 
ces which were quartered un- 
dr the Walls, but eſpecially 
by the tumultuous \ and inſolent 
Olmeifti, who in one year had 
occaftion'd more miſchief then 
many ages would be able to re- 
pair : That the good Citi- 
zens could no longer endure the 
licentiouſneſs of-; the Souldiers. 
W here- 
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Wherefore, in the Name of the 
whole Corporation, he moſt hum- 
bly beſought him to take ſome 
ſpeedy courle for the Conſolation 
of all parties, aſſuring him of the 
aff. tion and conſtancy of the Ci- 
tizens towards his Highneſs , the 
Prince of Canay, the Duke 4 An- 
gnien hisNephew,and his Siſter the 
Dutcheſs of Longueville,the Prince 
rold them, that they ſhould meet 
him the next day at the Arch-bi- 
ſhops Palace, to agree about the 
means ofprocuring a daurablePeace.

The next Lords day,by order of 
the Prince of Corty,there were pre- 
ſent at the Conncil the Counts of 
Marſin,de Mora, Fieſco,deMata,de An- 
tel,the Marqueſs of L»ſignan, Coll, 
Baltaſſer, the Counſcllors Ramon, 
Du Duc and Spagnet, who had been 
at the Exchange to deſire Peace , 
the Preſident Freſne was alſo calld 
to the Council, who had conceal'd 
himſelf for two years together, un- 
der pretence of a fit of ſickneſs real 
or feigned. They argued and diſ- 
cuſs'd this Aﬀair with variety of 
opinions z ſome of the Frondenys, 
to hinder them from coming to a 
Conclukon, endeayor'd to divert

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and delay time; But this be- 
ing diſcoverd by ſome who were 
well enough acquainted with the 
intention of the- Frondeurs, and 
underſtood how much ir 'imported 
them/not to loſe time, they re- 
mained bzhind in the Exchange 
with ſome other of their friends; 
and befides thoſe they had with 
them the day before, getting ſome 
other active Perſons, they hear- 
tened their Deputies, who at 
that inſtant were at the Arch- 
biſhops Palace; and ſtartled Mar- 
fin, their number being encrea- 
{ed to above 2000 perſons, they 
aſſaulted the houſe of Bleru, who 
was at that time an Apent in 


England, that by this means the 


tumult, (which they noiſed abroad 
to be mnch increaſed)might diſpoſe 


the Prince and the Aſſembly to ſa- 


tisfie the Petition of the City, but 

theunſtableRour ſoongave a proof 

of their inconflancy,delerting their 
Leaders 
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LeaJers in the very-height-of the 
Acion:who did what they could to 
keep them together, but to no.pur- 
poſe; and in the mean time, night 
coming on,and nothing done,Yjr- 
lads reſolv'd to give ſome money 
to his Kinſman Cabarnrenx, if with 
other of his Companions he would 
g0 and take down a red. Stand- 
ard, which had been {et up: by 
the Olmeiſti upon Saint Michaels 
Steeple, and in ſtead of thar 
funeſt and bloody colours, pur 
up a White one (the Kings co- 
lours ) in its places which being 
done, and another of the fame, in 
like manner advanc'dd on the 
Steeples of St, Remy and St. Peters, 
by the well-afﬀfe&ted of thoſe pa- 
riſhes; as alſo on the Gate nexc the 
Exchange , the appearance of 
theſe colours had ſo great an 
influence, that Aarſi» khimlf 
who did all; he could to di- 
vert. the Propoſitions For ::Peace, 

CON- 
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condeſcended to all, the Deputies 
of 'the Merchants deſired, upon a 


ſuſpicion of ſome unavoidable ſur- _ 


prizes Twelye Deputies there- 
fore were choſen, to conſult wit 
the Princes Counſel upon ſuch 
terms and expedients as ſhould be 
moſt proper for the Concluſion of 
the Peace; but Marſiz perceiving 
that their fear was without any 
foundation : the ſame night com- 
ing to the Town- houſe (where the 
Prince of Coxty lodg'd,) with all 
the Offic:rs of the Army, and the 
chief of the 0lmniera,they conſult- 
ed how to difturb and prevent the 
deſignes of the well-afﬀfected tov 
the King. 

The 0lmeifti propoſd to fall up- 
on 'thoſe that were ' aſſembled in 
the Burſe. Marſin and Fie(co were 
for ſtancing upon their defence, 


and (bringing in their Troops)to - 


place them in the Areet before the 
Town-houle, as far as the quarter 
of 
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of Sept4 Exlalia towards the Arch- 
biſhops Palace ; and the Caſtle of 
Ha, where the inhabitants had not 
declared againſt them : it was re- 
ſolv'd alſo to make uſe of an Ar- 
reſt of Parliament offer'd by the 
Frondeurs, which under pretence of 
Remonſtrating for Peacez forbade 
all Aſſemblies,as unlawfull and ſe- 
citious,to the end that the 0l;miera 
might unite with the: remainder 
of theParliament againſt the other 
Citizens : The Prince of Carty did 
not approve of bringing in the 
Troops, as a thing which would 
make the Citizens \diſperate and 
and force them to opena Gate to: 
the Dukes of Yandoſm and Candel, 
which would prove the utter dc- 
ſolation and ruine of the whole 
City : ſo that the refult was,that 
they ſhould only make uſe of the 
Ordinances of Parliament, The 
next day the Counſellors of Par- 


liament going to meet, were hin- 
dred 
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dred by a party 'of - Cicizens, 
telling them tae Parliameat was 
at Agen, . and not at Bowrdearx : 
Firladeclap'd a Court of Guard 
before the Palace of Judicature, 
to hinder. the Entrance .of thz 
Counſellors; ani upon the Ex- 
change ordered the Sieur de Loverg- 
nac, one of the Advocates, to 
reade.a Lerter;publickly from the 
Dake of: Cardale,- in which he 
offered the Citizens his' Mediati- 
on, and a General Amnefty : The 
people, though they 'did not ac- 
cept thereaf, yet they. deſired Yir- 
lade and Baccalan, that they would 
be preſent as their | Tribunes, at 
the Counſels held for publick bu- 
ſineſs in the Archbiſhops Palace. 
This being the poſture of Afﬀairs 
in Bowrdeavx ,. and the greater 
part of the Citizens diſpoſd for 
Peace , the Kings Generals 
thought ir not amiſs to encou- 
cage 
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rage theſe Proceedings, and to 
hinder the ſeditious ſpirits of the 
olmiers from interrupting them, ) 
to cauſe their Troops to ad- 
vance from their Quarters about 
' Begle, towards the Gate 'of Saint 
Fulian , and at the ſame time 
ro bring the Fleet above Lor- 
m0. | | 

 Fhis Councit was immediate- 
ly put in execution, ' the: Dnke 
of Candale's Troops marching 
forward by Land, to the number 
of - about 4000 Foot: and 200 
Horſe. The Clouds of duft, which 
the trampling of the Horſes rais'd 
in the Air, and the noiſe of the 
Artillery from the Ships againſt 
the Poſt of Bacalan, was (een 
and heard with ſo much confu- 
fion and terrour, that the Fron- 
aerrs, and ſome Counſellours 
of the Parliament, who were 


met in the Burſe, or Exchange, 
diffolv'd

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diffoly'd the Aſſembly ſuddenly in 
great fear, upbraiding the others 
that under the colour of Peace 
they had plotted the ſurprize and 
deſolation of the Town. Yirlads 
; did his utmoſt endeavor to change 
the Officers that had the Com- 
mand of the Gates (which were 
all of them olmieft;) bur being yet 
all alone with the Advocate Dalon, 
advifing what was to be- done, 
their deſign being diſcover'd, and 
ſeeing the people incens'd againſt 
them, -he reſoly'd to repair to the 
Towa- honſe, and there with the 
help of ſome of his friends,attempt 
the nomination of new Captains. 
Here he found the Prince of Cor- 
ty, and repreſented to him, that in 
reſpect of the confulions within 
the City, and the approach of the 
enemy without, the Citizens alſo 
being refraory, and unwilling to 
follow their old Officers, . not (© 
much as their Serjeant- Major Pe- 


riera, 
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riersy it was better (as he did 
moſt humbly intrear) for his own 
proper ſecurity, to accept of thoſe 
few Captains, which in the name 
of the Citizens he tendred'to him, 
infinuating withal a jealouſy , 
of the pretenfion of the Jurates 
of the City againſt his Authority, 
if it ſhould happen into their pow- 
er to chooſe x Lf they defired. 
The Prince to rid hinifelf of him 
quickly, fearing to be furprized, 
having taken their Oaths , they 
took poſſeſſion of their places in 
the Council held in the Arch-Bi- 
ſhops Palace, and fell into debare 
immediately about the moſt pro- 
bable Expedients to obtain a 
Peace ; to which end Yirlade offred 
himſelf ro go forthwith and negv- 
tiate with the Duke of Cexdale, 
without expeRting a Paſsport, not 
to lofe time.

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Duke of Candales, the next way 
being thorow.the Town . he ſent 
thither for a Paſsport,which (eve- 
ry one being curious to underſtand 
how Afﬀairs went fince their ſepa- . 
ration from the Prince of Conajy,) 
they preſently granted, He arrived 
late in Town, and Zexets houſe 
being near the Poſt-houſe, where 
he alighted z he mace his firſt Vi- 
fit to him, and ſtayed with him 
all night, which gave ſome jea- 
louſie tothe Prince of Cont, and 
the Dutcheſs of Longuewille, who 
imagin'd, that coming from the 
Court he had had private Inſtru- 
ions to treat with Aarſix and Le- 
net, who were then in no good 
correſpondence with the Prince 
and the Dutchels. 

The next day he wentto pay

intereſt, That their Offers were 
to be ſhunn'd as the finging of a 
Sirene, That having offended a 
Prince to the quick,the beſtCoun-

ſons, were of another judgement, 
and declar'd, 

That things were reduc'd. now 
to ſuch an extremity, they muſt 
fall inevitably into the hands of 
the Spaniard, and live under their 
y-ke and. dominion, or become 
miſer2bl- ſacrifices to the armes 
and yengeance of their own King.

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| Theſe Propoſitions ſunk very 
deep into the heart of the Prince, 
full of generoſfity,and therefore the 
more diſposd to receive ſuch 
counſels as were grounded on rea- 
ſon and honour 5 Beſdes,Gonrw:lle, 
being in private Treaty with him 
at that time, who took great pains 
to remoye him from. all contrary 
ſentiments ; he finally reſolv'd co 
ſubſcribe the ſuſpenſion of Arms;

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The Arrival of the Spaniſh 
Fleet was not. yet known 1n Powy- 
deaux, and thoſe that underſtood 
the inconſtancy of the people al- 
ways defirous of novelties, endea- 
vourd to conceal it as much as 
was poſſhble. 

The Duke of Candsle went to 
Lorxmond to the Duke: of Yarn- 
4oſme, and the articles of the Fruce 
were agreed on inthe ſame form 
they were preſented, except the 
oranting of quarters to the Prin- 
ces Troops, a paſsport to Beltaſſer, 
or liberty for bringing in viRtuals 
or Ammunition into the Town.

The Counſellors of rhe Parlia- 
ment, who were then in Bourde- 
aux, and who were all of them 
Frondeurs, eſpecially Spagnet and 
S$anx,declardcheir opmions, That 
in that caſe War was” te be pre- 
ferr'd before a doubtful and uncer- 
tain Peace; Thar they ought not 
to conſent that the Kings Decla- 
ration ſhould be regiſtred any 
where, bur in rhe Parliament fit- 
ting in Bourdeazx : Nor the Ge- 
necals permitted to enter into tie 
Cty : But the Prince of Coxty and 
Lenet were of another minde,- and 
declar'd that they ought to treat 
with their Sovereign in term.Zs of 
obedience and reſpect.
